The platform la as follows: This con- 


'cntion Is assembled to uphold the princi- 
iles on which depend the honor and wcl- 
ure of tho American peoplo in order that 
Democrats throughout tho Union may 
mite in a patriotic effort to avert tho dis- 
ister from their country and ruin from 
their party. Tho Democratic party is 
iledged to equal, exact justice to all men 
of every creed, or condition; to the largest, 
reeflom for tho individual consistent; with

government; to tlio preservation of 


;he federal government in its constitu- 
tional vigor and to the support of the 
states in all their jtif.li rights and to econ- 
nny in publio 
expenditures. 
To thu 


inuintninniicc of publio faith and sound 
:nonoy: and it is opposed to paternalihiii 
ind all class legislation. The declarations 
of the Chicago convention ntliick Individ- 
ual freedom, the right of private contract, 
independence of tho judiciury and tho au- 
thority of the president to enforce the fed- 
eral laws. It advocates a reckless at- 
tempt to incieaso tho price of silver by 
legislation and tho debasement of our 
monetary standard and threatens an un- 
limited issue of paper money by tho gov- 
irumont. 


In view of these and other gravo de- 


partures from Democratic principles we 
cnnnut support this candidate of that con- 
vention nor bo bound by its acts.

2000 people in the past year. There are 
about 136,000 fanrHea in the state, and 
there were about 10,000 babies born In 
Kansas,audjyet so many people have left 
tho state that the natural increase is cut 
down to less than gOOO net. 


This has been going on for eight years.

And yet the nation 
has increased in population. In five years 
10,000.000 people have been added to the 
national population, yet instead of gain- 
ing i share of this—say 500,00—Kansas 
has apparantly been u plague spot, and 
in the very garden uf the world has lost 
population by the ten thousands every 
year.

"We are here simply tx> 
wait on customers. 
We don't care 


whether 'the customers are old or 
young, rich or poor, if they have the 
nickel to pay for their orders. We do 
not have any preferences concerning 
customers. If those young ladies had 
given their orders they would have been 
served first, because they were here 
first. But the other ladies came right 
in and knew what they wanted, and got

it. If that tall girl had given her order 
instead of going out complaining sho 
would have been waited on very quickly 
and there would have been no delay. 
Yes, 
some fellows come here to flirt, 


but they don't make much progress. 1 
guess we are as good as any of them, 
even if we ore poor. We belong to 
Epiphany church and Sunday school, 
and nobody slights us because we have 
been obliged to go to work." 


One of the oldfcimei druggists says: 


"When I was a boy we made our own 
soda water. Nowadays it is made lor* 
us, and we have simply to dispense it.. 
It comes to us in ten. gallon steel and 
metal-bound 
receptacles, 
highly 


charged. \Ve put the tanks under Uie 
'foiintn/in and draw from them until they 
are empty, ami send them back to be re- 
filled and recharged; and so the busi- 
ness goes on from clav to day.- We pet 
'ours fiom Baltimore, and there are fac- 
tories in all of the larger cities. We) ay 
]5 cents n gallon for our soda, and it 
costs us less than a cent a glass. We 
Dell it at fne cents, and (he s.trup costs 
us le<ss than half a cent per glass 
Von 


'see w e are making about 300 per cent., 
and that is a. s-plendid profit.. Wlien I 
was a young- man and we mode all our 
own soda water it cost us tw ice as much 
as it does at the modern factories. 


"Did yon e^er see soda water made? 


It is ^ery simple, and Aery interesting. 
Soda water is merely pure spring w ator 
Charged with carbonic acid gas. It is 
'made in large quantities. 
Water i^ 


abundant, and ordinary marble- is full 
Jbf carbonic acid which is easily re- 
jlenspd. At the factory they put a couple 
of barrels full of marble dust into ai 
strong metal receiver, and. pour over It 
an equal amount of water. The re- 
ceiver is then hermetically sealed with 
no lent except one small pipe leading 
•out of the top. That pipe leads into a 
little reservoir of water through which 
the gas must go to be purified, and 
then the gas goes through a tube into a 
ton gallon receiver which is two-thirds 
full of purr sipripg water. That is llie 
tank for the customers. 


"As soon as the marble dust anil wafer 


,lia%e been sealed, a faucet is turned 
Which allows sulphuric acid to slowly 
tlrip into the mixture. A'iolent chem- 
ical combustion results. The caibome 
acid in the marble is separated from the 
lime in the form of carbonic acid ffas, 
and tha-t a&cends through the little pipe 
into the resenoir, and so on into the 
ten gallon tank. The latter is Kept 
shaking ^iolently on a swinging cradie, 
in order lo keep the water in motion so 
that it will take up all the g-aa. When 
this ten gallon tank is thoroughly 
charged it is hermetically sealed and 
another tank put in its place, until nil 
of the ac-id gas is extracted f.rom tie 
marble, and then the process is repeat- 
ed. It It, a dangerous business, and 
sometimes the tanks are 
exploded, 


blowing the factory to flinders, and 
maiming or killing t,lie workmen. 


"The mineral waters- arc all manufac- 


tured," continued the druggist. "You 
•can order any kind of mineral water 
and get it, but it is not genuine. The 
'Mineral waters are manufactured after 
tlie chemical formulas of the waters 
they represent, and they aje practical- 
ly as good, w liile being- much cheaper." 


After talking freely about Vichy, 


Gtj'ser, Kissengen and other waters, the 
old druggist said: "Pid you ever drink 
root beer? A great many men take it 
as a spring or summer medicine, but 
it isn't anything of the kind. New 
England firms sell root beer in pack- 
ages of driptl roots, leaves and so forth. 
One package will make fi\e gullone oi 
root beer, after being stewed with 
sugar and finally diluted nnd boiled 
The packages contain wintergreen, 
dandelion, 
spikenard, 
sarsaparilla, 


clipckerberry, bops an<3 juniper. That 
combination ought to make anybody 
Bick or well. It is supposed, to be a 
tonic, and majbc it is, but pure water 
nnd a little quinine will dome quite as 
much good, and I know w hat I am tak- 
ing." 


After all, the drug-business is a rather 


queer combination of all sorts of busi- 
ness. Originally-drug stores we're kept 
by physicians. In the European coun- 
tties every drug-gist is obliged to stick 
to liiR own business and not mix other 
businesses with it. In our country, 
however, we nol only g-et our prescrip- 
tions mixed at the drug stores, hut 
there we go for oar patent medicines, 
chewing gum, cigars, tobacco, cendy, 
combs, brushes; and pretty soon they 
!\v:ll be throwing- in collars and cufEa 
With soda water.

The average Briton's dinner is not 


as varied o meal as thn American's. 
6onp, a joint, some cauliflower or cab- 
bag-e, rhubarb tart and cnslard, and he 
is "through. Cauliflowers are grown. In 
•untold quantities, and are tender andde- 
licious, cutting like butter and melting 
in the mouth like cream It seems to bo 
the favorite vegetable. Gooseberries 
are grown to an astonishing size, and it 
is common to see them three-quarters 
of an inch in diameter. They are served 
with custard and are made into tarts, 
always delightfully palatable. I think 
gooseberries and custard or gooseber- 
ry tarts arc the favorite British dessert 
in summer. They deseivp the estima- 
tion in which they are held. 


In America we seem only to be in our 


infancy on strawberries. I never saw 
any strawberries until I came here. 
They are as large as Georgia peaches.

IthniV Amerieahasin- 
herited the habit of getting full on Sat- 
urday night.

Comparatively few cigars are smoked. 


A good cigar is higher in price than at 
home. The pipe tobacco is generally 
good. Pipes are used nearly altogether, 
and the coster, wherever you bee him, 
has u, little -white cl.-.y one stuck in his 
mug. It frequently has n tin cover, 
and he smokes it v\ ith the moulh up or 
dovi n, it makes no difference. Tobacco 
is not chewed here, and they look upon 
this great American habit withdisgu&t 


The big hotels are steadily becoming 


Americanized, but tne English will 
hnve to improve considcrabl3r before 
their hostclries are as comfortable or as 
convenient as those in America. Tho 
majority of the hotels look on a room 
as ii place to sleep—nothing more.
